THE GREAT CRUSH AT THE CEMETERY. 


Scenes Along the Line of March—Reading 
the Burial Service at the Grave, 
The Last Scenes. 


Dupin, October 11.—The remains of 
Charies Stewart Parnell arrived at Kingstown 
at 7 o’clock this morning. After leaving Lon- 
don there were no demonstrations along the 
railway route—the London and Northwestern 
line—until Chester was reached. Here large 
deputations from Liverpool, Manchester, 


Preston, Newcastle-on-Tyne and other places, 


joined the train. 

Parneil’s colleagues in parliament, includ- 
ing John E. Redmond, of Wexford; John 
O’Connor, of Tipperary; Joseph Nolan, 
of Louth; Henry Campbell, of Fermanagh ; 
Dr. James G. Fitzgerald, of Langford, and 
James J. O’Kelly, of Roscommon, extended 
greetings to various deputations, 

fo Across the Channel, 

The funeral train reached Holyhead about 
® o'clock. It was a typical British October 
morning—dark, dismal, wet, cold and hazy. 
Notwithstanding the unfavorable surround- 
ings, eager groups of people had collected on 
the quay to watch the transfer of 
the coffin from the train to the mail- 


boat 
in inky darkness, which was_ scarcely 
relieved bya few flickering lamps in and about 
the railway station and the water front. The 
large white wooden case in which the coffin 
had been placed was borne upon the shoulders 
of seamen to the steamer.‘ The Parnellites 
folloned next behind. All heads were uncov- 
ered. Sobs were distinctly audible as the pro- 
cession filed down the double gangway into 
the ship. Here the coffin was deposited in an 
enclosure especially fitted up for its reception, 
and here the faithful followers of the dead 
chief kept watch and guard throughout the 
voyage across St. George’s channel, relieving 
one another at regular stated intervals. 
Guarding the Casket. 

Among those who kept guard were the lord 
mayor of Dublin, High Sheriff Meade and Mr. 
Parnel!, brother of the deceased. The journey 
across was eventiess, the boat making the 
passage in a gale of wind and through torrents 
of rain. 

At Kingstown a crowd had collected to re- 
ceive the remains on Irish soil. Conspicuous 
among those present were the following 
followers of Parnell: Richard Power, 
member for Waterford; Dr. Joseph 
E. Kenny, for Cork; E. Lawrence Carew, tor 
Kildare; James J Dalton, for West Donegal; 
John J. Clanoy, for Dablin county; William 
J. Corbett, for East Wickiow ; Colonel John P. 
Nolan, tor North Galway, and Patrick O’ Brien, 
for North Monaghan. 

These, with members of the house of com- 
mons who followed the body from London, 
and the Kingston delegation, comprised nearly 
all the parliamentary adherents of Mr. Par- 
nell. All gathered around the coftin in abso- 
lute silence, which was unbroken even by the 
exchange of friendly greetings until after the 
transferrence of the body tothe railway cCar- 
riage. 

Arrival at Dublin. 

The short distance was soon made, the train 
arriving at Dublin station at. half-past 7 
o'clock. A vast but silent crowd, with un- 
covered heads, awaited the train as it rolled 
into the station. Timothy Harrington, mem- 
ber of parliament for Dublin harbor, and Dr. 
Hackett, who attended Mr. Parnell when his 
eyes were injured at Ki:kenny, as well as 
other notabilities here, joined the swelling 
funeral procession. 

Conspicuous in front of the dense masses of 
people were members of the Gaelic Athietic 
Association, with the hurlers used in their 
sports all draped with black crape caught up 
with green ribbon. Representatives of differ- 
ent branches of the league wore biack badges 
upon which were printed the dying words of 
the statesman, “Give my love to my col- 
leagues and the Irish nation.”’ 

Covered With Flowers. 

Upon being removed from the train the 
case was taken from the coffin, which was 
then lifted into the hearse, the panel glass 
exposing the coffin to view. Wreaths and 
other floral tributes literally covered the top 
of the hearse and piled around the coffin case. 
Those, after they had been put aside, were 
eagerly seized upon by the crowd, © broken 
into small pieces and kept as mementoes of 
the sad occasion. As the hearse moved 
from the station a body of polite 
formed in front of the procession, 
which appeared to fall into an orderly 
line in a purely extemporized fashion. The 
band of the Workingmeu’s Union followed 
directly behind ‘the police escort and played 
the ‘‘Dead March in Sacl.” 

Then came the Gaelic Athletic Association, 
with their hurlers reversed, resembling a mil- 
itary body at reversed arms. As the march 
i on no the crowds grew denser, yet they 

ept clear of the line of procession along the 
whole route to Castle Hill, where the serried 
ranks of people occupied every inch of space. 

Lying in State. 


The city hall was reached at 8:36 o’clock. 
Its front was covered with solemn draperies. 
A violent rain storm streamed down as the 
cofiin was borne into the hall towards the cata- 
falque. It kept rainingin pitiless torrents for 
houg after hour, yet the number of the vast 
throng struggling to force their way to the 
city hall was not reduced in the slightest, or 
was their eagerness one whit dampened. Rev- 
erential quiet pervaded the entire mass, which 
was unbroken by partisan cries, or an event, 
remote symptom, or tendency to disorder. 

_ Precisely at 10 v’clock the gates opened, and 
instantly the people poured into the hall. The 
body lay in state in the council chamber, a 
large circular room, now heavily draped in 
black, relieved by scrolls, while satin-looped 
festoons, bearing in black letters the last words 
of the dead chief. 

Wreaths from His Wife. 

The coftin, which rested upon a raised dais 
in the middle of the chamber, was buried in 
masses of wreaths on floral crosses, Irish harps 
and other flower designs. Photographs of the 
body lying in state were taken before the publie 
Was admitted. These show the coffin placed at 
the base of the O’Connell statute and on 
either side in bold relief are the statues of 
Grattan and Lucas. Conspicuous on the coffin 
Were three wreatys from Mrs. Parnell, @ cross, 
anchor and circle, with the inscription :

The ceremony of lying in state was to have 
been closed at noon, but the crowd was so nu- 
merous that the closing of the doors was post- 
poned till after 2 o’clock, and even then hun- 
dreds were obliged to go away disappointed. 

At a quarter jo 3 o'clock the procession 
started, led by the utive of the:leadership 
committea, Foll me the bier, drawn 
by six coal-black surrounded by par- 
liamentary colléa of Parnell. As the 
coftin passed, almosp hidden in tlowers, every 
head in the vast assemblage was uncovered. 

Parnell’s favorite horse followed the bier, 
Then came a strong body of the Clan-na-Gaels, 
headed by James Stepheus and John O’ Leary. 
Prominent among the individual members of 
the procession wa@s John O’Connor, leading 
by the arm the member, MeDonald. 

Then came carriages. containing Mrs. Dick- 
inson, sister of ParnelM: Parnell’s brother and 
sister, and other pear friends. 

The lord mavor in state, preceded by the 
city marshal and sword and mace bearers, 
came next behind the family carriages, 

Then followed representatives of the cor- 
porations of the principal Irish towns, various 
trades’ societies, foresters, home rulers, private 
Carriages and citizens on foot. 

Just as the procession started, the rain, hap- 
pily, ceased; the sun broke through the clouds 
and shone brilliantly, The scene was most 
lmpressive. 

All windows and housetops along the line 
of march were packed with people. It was 
& great procession—surpassing in point of 
nuinbers anything of the kind ever witnessed 
in Dublin. It was a motley mob of well-clad 
citizens side by side with the raggedest that 
followed the procession and extended some 
miles. 

Extending the Line. 

Behind the members of the Dublin munici- 
pality came those of the provincial corpora- 
tions, trades societies and other organizations. 
Some forty thousand people had passed 
through council hall during the four hours the 


body had lain in state, and most of these 
joined the procession, forming into line, six 
abreast, whenever &@ gap in the procession per- 
mitted them to go. 

Bands of music heading the different 
societies dropped in whenever the chance 
afforded,sometimes at intervals so near that the 
different strains and different keys of the dif- 
ferent bands made harsh discord, besides im- 
periling the marching cadence which those 
regularly m procession strove to maintin. 


Jaunting Cars and Carriages. 


Numbers of jaunting cars, private car- 
riages and every sort of vehicleadded to the 
length of the cortege. Throughout the long 
and tortuous route which the committee on ar 
rangements had selected, with the view toffaf- 
ford the largest part of the people of Dublin 
to view the demonstration, admirable order 
was kept until the cortege came near Glas- 
nevin. 

At the Grave. 
A glance into the grave suggested that it 
ewould be necessary, in order to get down toa 
solid foundationggor a monument, to sink con- 
crete pillars right through the subsoil around 
the mound, 

By 4 o’clock the police became over- 
whelmed by the power of the ever-increasing 
crowd, aud.by.tba withdrawal of a portion.at 
their force, Who went to try to clear 
a way for the funeral at the entrance 
gates tothe cemetery When the first part 
of the procession reached the lower gate, at 5 
o’clock, it was found impossible to penetrate 
the dense masses. In astruggle with the on. 
lookers the police were oblighed to abandon 
the attempt to drive them back. The surging 
crowd around the gate seeking to see the cor- 
tege met a great contending wave of others 
trying to enter. 

A Little Confusion, 

A scene of great confusion ensued. The 
procession for the time was checked and 
thrown into disarray. It was decided to close 
the lower gate, and this was effected amid 
great disorder, just as the hearse reached the 
spot. 

The hearse was then taken to the upper 
gates. Here’ the coflin was removed and 
placed upon a platform specially constructed 
for the purpose, in order to enable those in the 
precession to file around and have 
a full view of the bier. At 6 o’clock 
fast-falling dusk found the procession stil] 
filing past. There seemed no likelihood that 
the stream of marchers would end till far into 
the depth of night, so orders were given to 
remove the cottin to the side of the grave. A 
body of Clan-na-Gaels succeeded in clearing 
the way tothe grave and formed a circle 
Within which were grouped the lord mayor of 
Dublin, the civic dignitaries, Parnell’s col- 
leagues in parliament and relatives. The 
crush around about was terrible. 

The Burial at Night. 


Darkness had setin. The noise of shrieking 
women, the cries of children and the cries of 
men struggling amid the crush, made inaudi- 
ble the voice of the clergy, reciting the Jritual 
of the Church of England. 

The first portion of the service had been 
celebrated at St. Nicholas’s church, where the 
remains rested twenty minutes while on the 
‘way from the cy hall. 

At the grave Rev. Mr. Vincent, of the Ro- 
tunda chapel, and Rev. George Fry, of Man- 
chester, officiated. ‘they were obliged to cut 
the services short, as the crowd broke into the 
protecting circle and overwhelmed the inner 
group. Some time after, in the dead darkness, 
when the crowd had _ thinned away, 
the more intimate friends again grouped 
themselves around the grave, deposited 
wreathes thereon and took a last view of the 
cottin. The grave became heaped up with 
masses of floral tributes, one of which was 
Miss O’Shea’s, overlooked in the description 
given above. This bore the suggestive words: 

‘‘In Loving Memory of Motherland.” 

His Mother and Wife. 

BorpENTOWN, N. J., October 11.—On 
being apprised of the death of her son, Mrs. 
Parnell immediately cabled to her daughter-in- 
law, Mrs. Charles Stewart Parnell, the fol- 
lowing: 

God love and protect you. 

In response she received a reply signed by 
Mrs. Parnell, and her widowed daughter, 
Mrs. Emily Thompson, which was: 

May the love of the Irish people enable you to 
bear this terrible biow. 

Dr. W. H. Shipps, her attending physician, 
states that Mrs. Parnell is still contined to her 
bed, although bearing her loss bravely. 

Manifesto by the League. 


Lonpon, October 11.—The National League 
of Great Britain has issued this manifesto:

WASHINGTON, October 11.—The secretary of 
war bas received the report of the board of 
visitors to the military academy of West 
Point, through Major John W. Carson, of this 
city, member of the board and its secretary, by 
whom the document was prepared. 

The first question considered by the board 
was whether or not the strength of the corps of 
cadets, as now established, should be in- 
creased, and recommend the passage of an act 
fixing the strength of the corps of cadets at 
the maximum of 469.

CONGRESSMAN ENLOE ATTACKED. 


Some Miscreant Hurled a Brick at Him

THE WRECKED STEAMSHIP. 


Officers and Crew of the Despatch at a Life- 
Saving Station. 

WASHINGTON, October 11-—Superintendent 
Kimball, of the life-saving service, today re- 
ceived the following telegram: 

ASSATEAGURE, Va., October 11.—S. J. Kimball, 
General Superintendent of the Life-Saving Ser- 
vice, Washington, D. C.—The officers and crew 
of the United States steamship Despatch are all at 
Assateague life-saving station and are making 
out as well as circumstances will allow.

Carolinian. 


HE SHOOTS HIS OLD FATHER DOWN, 


And Then Threatens to Murder Two 
Brothers. 


A POSSE CAPTURES THE MURDERER, 


And There Is Considerable Excitementin 
Wilkes County Where the Tragedy 
Occurred, 


Rareren, N. C., October 11.—[Special.]— 
News was received here today of a terrible 
crime in Wilkes county. Sherman Greer and 
two crippled brothers lived with Rev. William 
Greer, their father, a preacher and quite aged. 
Sherman went home drunk and began shoot- 
ing. His father ordered him to leave the 
house. He swore he would not leave, and as 
his father approached shot him, the bullet 
passing near the heart. Sherman’s friend, a 
young rough named Francis Watson, caught 
the old man, and in an instant Sherman again 
fired, the bullet this time ranging through the 
stomach and lodging against the spine. 

Threatens to Kill His Brothers. 

Sherman and Watson left, the former saying 
to his crippled brothers that he was going 
after cartridges and as soon as he procured 
them he would return and kill them. He also 
told them he had killed the preacher, as he 
termed hisfather. The crippled lads gave the 
alarm anda pursuit began. 

The desperadoes took the horse of aman 
named Church and defied the posse. Many 
shots were fired and Fayette Walsh, one of the 
posse, was dangerously wounded in the thigh. 

Capture of the Fiends. 

Sherman and Watson escaped, and Church 
organized a posse and pursued them through 
Watauga county into Tennessee. At one 
point there was a battle, forty shots having 
been fired. The Tennessee authorities pur- 
sued the fellows and they returned to Watauga. 
Their intention was to get into Virginia, but 
in two miles of the line, a posse, made up of 
people from Boone, captured them. They are 
in jail at Wilkesboro. The feeling against 
them is high. 


PLACED UPON THE TRACK. 


Farmer Murdered for 
Money. 

Union Sprinas, Ala., October 11.—[Spe- 
cial.]—As the westbound cannon-ball train on 
the Montgomery and Eufaula road was passing 
@ point three miles east of this place at6 
o’clock this morning, the engineer discovered 
the dead body of a white man lying beside the 
track. The train was stopped, andthe body 
brought here and left in charge of the railroad 
agent. He had evidently been dead eight or 
ten hours when found. 

The coroner was immediately summoned 
and an examination of the man’s wounds 
made by Drs. Bledsoe and Hayes, who at once 
decided from the nature of the wounds, which 
consisted of tliree severs cuts on the top of the 
head entering the skull, and three other flesh 
wounds, that he had been murdered, and had 
not met his death by being ran over by the 
train. The jury, with a number of citizens of 
the town, boarded the east-bound 9 o’clock 
train and repaired to the spot where the body 
was found. Every indication went to show 
that he had been murdered, and, upon their 
return, a verdict to that effect was rendered. 

The Body Identified. 

For a long time no one could be found who 
knew the deceased, but he was finally identi- 
fied as John McNair, a farmer living five 
miles east of this place. McNair came to 
town yesterday and sold a bale of cotton and 
bought some goods, and was last seen in town 
about dark. Nothing was found on his person 
except a bottle of whisky, and it is believed 
he was killed for his money and the goods he 
had in his possession. 

He was a young man, and was to have 
been married next Thursday, and his pro- 
spective bride, as well as his family and the en- 
tire neighborhood in which he resided, are 
thrown into a shadow of gloom by his up- 
timely death. . 

The remains were conveyed to his father’s 
home, from whence they will be buried to- 
morrow. No clue as to whom the perpe- 
trators of the crime were has yet been found, 
but itis hoped, with the evidence at hand, 
that the oflicers will succeed in finding the 


guilty parties.

Echols Is Small in Population, 


There in Good Shape. 


Vartposta, Ga., October 11.—[{Speeial.J— 
Echols, although one of the smallest counties 
in the state in population, is yet one of the 
largest in territory. It is one of the tinest tim- 
bered sections in the timber belt, and it is pe- 
culiarly adapted tothe growth of the Sea Is- 
land cotton, that silken staple which is the 
mainstay of cotton planters in this section. 
When these facts become better known Echols 
county will greatly increase her population 
and wealth. 

The county was made in 1858 from part of 
Lowndes and Clinch. Atthat timeit had a 
population of 1,491. The taxable property re- 
turned that year was $95,000. The pepulation 
in 1890 was 5,028. The taxable property the 
same year, $360,000, 

The county has six turpentine stills, two 
large sawmills, which are doing a large busi- 
ness, and four steam cotton gins. 

One of these mills is owned by Saunders 
Brothers. They began in 1886 with a capital 
of $15,000. Now their capital is $55,000. 

The county makes about twelve hundred 
bales of Sea Island cotton annually. 

The people make plenty of corn, rice, pota- 
toes, and other cereal and root crops, and also 
sugarcane. The soil is fertile, and the county 
healthy. Population and capital is all that is 
needed to make Echols one of the best.

BOULANGER IN ST. LOUIS, 


The Memorable Visit of the Dedii General 
and How He Appeared. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., October prc pag 
General Boulanger is well remembered in St. 
Louis, because he made two visits to the city 
in the winter of 1881, and was madea social 
lion at thetime. He was one of the French 
delegates to the centennial celebration of the 
surrender of Cornwallis at Yorktown. There 
were twenty-one delegates from France, many 
of whom were descendants of Lafayette and 
other distinguished French soldiers who served 
in the revolutionary war. After the celebra- 
tion the French de.egates visited all the im- 
portant American cities and in November yisi- 
ted St. Louis, where they were brilliantly en- 
tertained. They stopped at the Southern 
hotel and were received at the Merchants’ ex- 
change, Mr. Michael McEnnis being presi- 
dent of the exchange at that time. 
Mr. Boulanger made a_ well-worded 
speech, fully reported in The Republic 
at that time. During the remaining two days 
of their stayin the city they were banqueted 
atthe St. Louisclub and at Jefferson bar. 
racks, where General Boulanger proved him- 
self an accomplished and polished gentleman, 
as well as asoldier. After seeing the city the 
delegates went to San Francisco, and on their 
return, instead of going direct to New Orleans, 
they came back by way of St. Louis in Decem- 
ber. On this visit they stopped at the Lindell 
hotel. Mrs. Mary Scanlan gave the delegates 
a magnificent reception, which was the great 
social eventof that year. There were 1,200 
guests present, representing the leading peo- 
ple in St. Louis and Missouri, as well as other 
places. The I@sh-American League escorted 
General Boulanger and _ his party to the 
depot, and a_ delegation of prominent 
St. Louisans accompanied the! delegates. 

General Boulanger was delighted with his 
reception in St. Louis, and in his letters to 
Mr. Emile Karsts, French consul at St. Louis, 
he often referred to the enjoyable time he 
had here. In the first letter written after his 
return to France, he saidthat the demands 
made upon his time by his duties in the war 
department had prevented him from writing 
an earlier letter, but that had he found time 
he would have expressed his desire to see 
maintained forever between the United States 
and I‘rance the cordial relations that exist to- 
day. ‘Il would have,’’ the letter continued, 
‘tried in a few words, to give you my testi- 
mony to what point the reception given us in 
the United States, and more especially in St. 
Louis, has left in our hearts feelings of grat- 
itude and siycere friendship. 

‘France has, in a few years, passed through 
some very unsettled times, but, where another 
nation would have perhaps been wrecked, she 
has been able to rise again and assert herself 
before the world. At this time, devoted en- 
tirely to republican institutions, menacing no 
one, friend of peace—of which she stands in 
need—she has again become powertul enough 
to submit to no indignities, and I mayfsay that 
no one will dare offer her any. Let us then, 
my dear friend, marchin a parallel line with 
the United States; let France in the old world, 
let the American republic on the new conti- 
nent indicate-to all nations the pathway of 
progress and of true civilization; let us march 
hand in hand. It is our inmost wish—it is the 
wish of each good Frenchman.”’

Of Old Men Who Are Nearing the 
Century Line. 


G00D OLD CITIZENS OF OLD MONROE. 


Some Amusing Stories They Tell of Their 
Barly Experiences—A Sketch of 
the Parties. 


Forsytn, Ga.,'October 11.—[Special.]—The 
death of Mr. George W. Dreskell, a few weeks 
ago, in hisninety-fourth year, leaves but three 
of the once large group of old men and old cit 
izens of Monroe county. 

Mr. Alexander Perkins, Mr. Cyrus Sharp, 

Sr., and Mr. Andrew Zellner are three of the 
oldest and most interesting men now living in 
Georgia. 
. The first named was born during Washing- 
ton’s administration, and has, therefore, lived 
under all the presidents. The second was born 
afew months and the third only a year after 
Washington retired from office. What a rec- 
ord of longevity! I do not believe such a group 
of men can be found in any other county of 
Georgia, or of any other state of the union. 
They are all hale and hearty, and bid fair to 
cross over tlie century line. 

Alexander Perkins was born February 8th, 
1795, in Greene county, Georgia. He is,there- 
fore, about ninety-seven years old. He is a 
veteran of the war of 1812,|for service in which 
he now draws a pension. He was too old to 
enter service in the Mexican war, being then 
fifty years of age. 

His recollection of the early days nf Georgia 
is very vivid. He tells with grest relish many 
anecdotes illustrative of those times. Before 
marriage his wife lived inan adjoining county 
He owned neither buggy nor cart in which to 
bring her home. But he did own ahorse. His 
wife tied her clothes up ina bundle, mounted 
behind him, and thus journeyed to her future 
home. 

He tellsan amusing story on himself. It 
gseins that he had anunnatural horrorof ter- 
rapins—dry-land terrapins—in which his neigh- 
borhood abounded. He had a hired white 
manand anegro boy—his slave—plowing in 
his field. Starting toward the field just after 
dinner one day, he slipped a biscuitin his 
pocket to give to his negro boy as a sort of ‘‘re- 
ward of merit.’’ Suddenly he felt something 
slipping down his britches-leg. Horrors! It 
mast be a terrapin! He siezed the object 
firmly with one hand, and, frantically hopping 
about on one leg, called for the young white 
man. As he approached Mr. Perkins remark-- 
ed very gravely: 

‘John, l’ve got a terrapin!” 

‘What you going to do with him, Mr. Perk- 
ins?’’ said John. 

“Do with him? Dowith him? Cut him 
oat, John, cut him out this minute.’’ 

John opened his knife and began to take a 
circular piece out of Mr. Perkins’s breeches. 
As soon as John cut a hole large enough to see 
the ‘“‘terrapin’’ he threw down his knife and 
rolied over on the ground, convulsed with 
laughter. Then the biscuit and the hole in his 
pocket flashed across Mr. Perkins’s mind. 

“John,” said he, ‘I'll give you a quarter not 
to say anything about this.” 

“IT am bound to tell it, Mr. Perkins,’’ gasped 
oat John, between convulsions of laughter. 

**T’ll give you $5.”’ 

**Bound to tell it.’’ 

Mr. Perkins changed tactics. 

“See here, sir!” said he. “If you say any- 
thing about this I’ll beat you within an inchof 
your life. Do you hear, sir?’’ 

‘*Mr. Perkins, if you leave just aninch of 
niy life 1’m bound to tell it.”’ 

Then John rolled over in another conyul- 
sion, and Mr. Persing walked off in great dis- 

ust. 

. Several years ego Mr. Perkins had a fall 
which has permanently disabled one of his 
legs. Otherwise, he isin perfect health and 
attends to all his business as methodically as a 
man of fifty. 

Mr. Cyrus Sharp, Sr., was born in Maryland, 
November 21,1797. He moved to Baldwin 
caunty. Georgia, in 1810; to Monroe county in 
1825. In 1826 he married Miss Frances N. 
Crawford, niece of William H. Crawford, a 
man of wide reputation. Mr. Sharp was a 
skilled brickmason. One of the last pieces of 
work upon which he was engaged was building 
the wall around the old penitentiary at Mill- 
edgeville. 

Mr. Sharp has accumulated considerable 
property. He has many grand and great-grand 
children. Sharp Bros., druggists, 202 Marietta 
street, are two of his grand sons. 

Mr. Andrew Zellner was born in Lincoin 
county, Georgia, in 1798, and has been a citizen 
of Monroe county since 1825, and now, in his 
ninety-fourth year, is still stout and healthy. 
He has been a farmer and lived upon his farm 
all his long life. There are living in this 
county, of his descendants, including children, 
vrand, great-grand and great-great-graud child- 
ren 106, 

His wife, after a married lifeof fifty-eight 
years, died in 1875. 

Mr. Zellner’s oldest son, Judge B. H. Zell- 
ner, is seventy-one years old, and himself has 
tifty descendants, all except one living in this 
county. 

Judge Zellner, the son, has filled many of- 
fices in the gift of the people—county commis- 
sioner, sheriff, member of legislature. He has 
never been defeated. He has wound up more 
estates than any maninthe county, and has 
never yet had a law suit over one. 

Mr. Zellner's second son, Francis, aged sixty- 
nine, died a few months ago. He was so af- 
flicted with asthma that he had not lain down 
torest orsleep for forty years. But he bore 
his aftiictions wi:h Christian firmness and res- 
ignation. Not a murmur ever escaped him. 
His daily prayer was for strength to endure 
God’s wiil, tirmly believing that this affliction 
would work out for him a far more exceeding 
and eternal weight of glory. 

The sum of the ages of these three old men 
amounts to 284 years, which would carry us 
back to the beginning of the seventeenth cen- 
tury and the times of James I, the Puritans 
and the very first settlement of this country. 

What community can match this record?

Addison is responsible for the statement 
that Plato thought that mathematics acted 
upom the mind like a cathartic, freeing it from 
ergor and giving it a relish for truth. This,is 

rtainly a queer fancy of the greatest disci- 

le of Socrates. In another place Addison 
tells us that the greatest example of egotism 


/ which he ever met in history was Wolsey’s 


inscription on his signet ring: ‘Ego et nex 
meris.”” Next to this, he thought, was the 
saying of Cicero, whose egotism was only less 
offensive. This defamer of Mark Antony in- 
gisted that the ides of March, when Brutus 
aud his fellow conspirators slew the mighty 
Julius, was less important in the Roman 
calendar than the kalends of November, 
at which date he quashed the conspiracy of 
Catalini. On the other hand, Addison in- 
forms us that the Port Royalists, amongst 
whom Pascal and Abelard were most con- 
spicuous, were so averse to anything that 
smacked of egotism that they ex- 
cluded the first person singular from 
their speeches and writings. And this 
suggests the inquiry whether the royal plara]— 
we—is in good taste in editorial work. We fail 
to understand why crowned heads are entitled 
to a monopoly of this form. The best newspa- 
pers are strictly impersonal, and the “‘we’’ 
best answers their purpose. Asa matter of 
fact, however, nota few of the best newspa- 
per workers use the singular and plural form 
of the personal pronoun interchangeably with- 
out material damage to the president’s Eng- 
lish. 


No. 507 of The Spectator, he speaks of “the 
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abominable practice of party lying.”” ‘“‘When 
Pompey,” he says, ‘‘was desired not to set sail 
in the tempest that would hazard his life, ‘It 
is necessary,’ he replied, ‘for me to sail, but 
it is not necessary for me to live.” Every man 
should say to himself with the same spirit, ‘It 
ismy duty to speak truth, though it is not 
my duty to be in office.’”’ It is evident from 
this and other similar expressions scattered 
through The Spectator, that if Addison was 
alive at the present time he. would be a mug- 
wump and a staunch advocate of civil 
service reform. But, after all, it may 
be soberly queried whether they had cleaner 
politics under the reign of Queen Anne than 
at the present day. Addison himself was a 
persistent office-holder, andthe great Marl- 
borough was accused of taking bribes.

Fatal to him was that we smallpox name 

By which his mother and two brothers came; 
Also to breathe their last nine years before, 
And now have left their father to deplore 
The loss of all his children with his wife, 
Who was the joy and comfort of his life. 


At this period Edward Jenner had not dis- 
covered vaccination, and what we name 
“smallpox” played havoc through city and 
hamlet. 

The Hawaiian or Sandwich islands have 
been Christianized by American missionary 
effort, but ata heavy expense in the way of 
mortality to the aboriginal inhabitants. Less 
than seventy years ago the native popuiation 
was estimated at 300,000, but by alate census 
that number is reduced to less that forty 
thousand. The vices of the higher civilization, 
especially rum and spyhillis, have in the main 
contributed to this rapid decimation. 

But the Hawaiians, while they have physic- 
ally degenerated, have been improved in moral 
and mental culture, and are now enjoying all 
the advantages of schools and churches. 
American influence is largely predominant in 
this interesting group, and by a kind of tacit 
agreement of the great powers they are placed 
under a quasi protectorate of the United 
States government. British Columbia and 
Canada are not altogether reconciled 
to the intimate commercial relations between 
the two countries, but the probability is that 
our government will gradually tighten her 
grasp on these islands until for all practical 
purposes they will be annexed to the United 
States. They may retain for some years @ sem- 
blance of autonomy, but the child is now born 
that will witness their political absorption. 

Meanwhile the Chinese and Japanese will 
continue to pourin until they will acquire a 
greater numerical strength than anyother ele- 
mentof the population. Already, indeed, 
they constitute a third of the aggregate, and 
unless Malthus, or some other enterprising 
personage with a wiser theory, shall arrest the 
fecundity of those Asiatic races they will, ina 
half century, reach the point just indicated. 


Some unknown friend has sent us a copy of 
the Los Angeles Herald, containing a brave 
and breezy response from Bishop Haygood to 
sowne statements of Bishop Millalieu, of the 
Northern Methodist church. These statements 
were ill-timed, inasmuch as they were in re- 
ply to a fraternal messenger of the M. E. 
church south, who was at least entitled to re- 
spectful consideration. It certainly no 
proper occasion for Bishop Millalieu to ventilate 
his crotchets and other crudities on the negro 
question, about which he knows as little as any 
of the quadrature of the circle. The bishop’s 
talk was indeed so unseemly that Dr. Stradley, 
the fraternal messenger of thesouthern church, 
quietly tip-toed his way out of the auditorium. 

Bishop Haywood, in his reply to Bishop 
Millalieu, justiy rebukes such discourtesy 
and challenges the correctness of some 
of his reckless assertions touching the bad 
treatment of negroes in the south. 

He also shows that since the close of the 
war the south, despite its poverty, has ex- 

nded $40,000,000 in the education of their 

ormer slaves, and the populousand wealthy 
north has contributed tne beggarly sum of 
$10,000,000 tothe same laudable purpose, Of 
these $40,000,000, 95 per cent was paid by the 
southern whites, andonly5 percent by the 
negroes themselves. 

Bishop Haygood likewise scouted the sug- 
gestion that the late Bishop Haven narrowly 
escaped assassination during his episcopal resi- 
dence in Atlanta. Hesays that Bishop Haven 
boarded at the Kimball house, the best hotel 
in the city, but never had the slightest chance 
to win the crown of political martyrdom. 

We feel constrained to add that while Bishop 
Haven, by his extreme views, was obnox- 
ious to the Atlanta people, not one 
in fifty of our leading citizens knew him so 
much as by sight, and yet anyone of them 
would have shielded him from indignity or 
personal violence. 

We have this further to say, that if the 
much-talked-of Methodist fraternity is rightly 
interpreted by Bishop Mallalieu in his recent 
carmagnole at the Los Angeles conference, it 
does not rise to the dignity of a farce—aye, more, 
it sinks to the level of barefaced hypoc- 
risy. Only alittle while before Bishop Hay- 
good left for California I said to him that a 
minister of the northern Methodist church ex- 
pressed to me the fear that the representative 
men of that politico-ecclesiastical organization 
would snub him in his new field of labor. I 
distinctly remember his quiet manner, as he 
replied: ‘Well, I shall go for the long run, 
and no other run. is worth thinking about or 
contending for.”’ 


Professor Miles, of Emory and Henry col 
lege, contributes what he modeatly styles ‘‘A 
Sketch” of Patrick Henry to the last number 
of the Methodist Quarterly Review of Nash- 
ville. Itis, in fact, a cleverly written mono- 
graph of the ‘“‘forest-born Demosthenes,” 
who, beyond all controversy, started the 
ball of the American Revolution. Professor 
Miles complains that this great Virginian has 
never been fully appreciated hy his fellow 
countrymen. Thereis more than a modicum 
of truth in this statement, and it results large- 
ly from Wirt’s very unsatisfactory “Life of 
Patrick Henry.’’ That book is singularly lack- 
ing in important facts and figures and other 
biographical data pertaining to the phenome- 
nal career of America’s first great political 
orator. On the other hand, it is insufferably 
verbose and _ intensely rhetorical, as 
old Dr. Blair understood and 
illustrated rhetoric in his university lectures 
on belle Jettres in the last century. 

Another fact that had an important bearing 
on the contemporary and later fame of Mr. 
Henry was his stern opposition to the federal 
constitution of 1787. In this matter he showed 
a degree of the popular odium that attached 
to Mr. Jefferson and to Luther Martin, of 
Marviand. These and many others of our 
foremost revolutionary patriots had a whole- 
some dread of the experiment as tending to- 
wards centralization.

They were to be 
hurled over the rocks, and before they were 
hurled over the rocks, in order to make their 
death the more dreadful in anticipation, they 
were put in baskets and swung to and fro 
over ‘tle precipice that they might see how 
many hundred feet they would have to be 
dashed down, and while they were swinging 
in these baskets over the rocks they sang: 


Jesus, lover of my soul, 
Let me to Thy bosom ily, 
While the billows near me roll, 
While the tempest still is high. 


Then they were dashed down to death.’ Oh, 
how much others have endured for Christ, and 
how little we endure for Christ. We want to 
ride to heaven in a Pullman sleeping car, our 
feet on soft plush, the bed made up early so 
we can sleep all the way, the black porter of 
death to wake us up only intime to enter the 
golden city. We want all the surgeons to fix 
ourhand up. Let them bring on all the lint 
anc all the bandages, and all the salve, for our 
hand is hurt, white Eleazar does not know his 
band is hurt. “His hand clave unto the 
sword.,’’ 

As I look at Eleazar’s hand, I come to 
the conclusion that he has done a great 
deal of hard hitting. Iam not surprised when 
I see that these four men—Eleazar and his 
three companions—drove back the army of 
Philistines, that Eleazar’s sword clave to his 
hand, for every time he struck an enemy with 
one end of the sword, the other end of the 
sword wounded him. When he took hold of 
the sword, the sword took hold of him. Oh, 
we have found an enemy who cannot be con- 
quered by rosewater and soft speeches. It 
must be sharp stroke and Straight thrust. 
There is intemperance, and there is fraud, and 
there is gambling, and there is lust, and there 
are ten thousand battalions of iniquity—armed 
Philistine iniquity. How afe they to be cap- 
tured and overthrown? Soft sermons in mo- 
rocco cases laid down in front of an exquisite 
audience will not do it. You have got to call 
things by their right name. 

We have got toexpel from our churches 
Christians who eat the sacrament on Sunday 
and devour widows’ houses all the week. We 
have got to stop our indignation against the 
Hittites and the Jebusites and the Gerishites, 
and let these poor wretches go, and apply our 
indignation to the modern transgressions 
which need to be dragged out and slain. 
Hewods here. Jezebels here. 
Strike for 
God so hard that while you slay the sin the 
sword will adhere to your own hand. I tell 
you, ny friends, we want a few John Knoxes 
and John Wesleys in the Christian church to- 
day. 

The whole tendency is to refine on Chris- 
tian work. We keep on refining on it, until 
we send apologetic word to iniquity we are 
about to capture it. And we must go with 
sword silver-chased and presented by the 

ladies, and we must ride on white palfrey un- 

der embroidered housing, putting the spurs in 
only just enough to make the charger dance 
gracefully, and then we inust send a missive, 
delicate as a wedding card, to ask the old 
black giant of sin if he will not surrender. 

Women saved by the grace of God and on 
glorious mission sent, detained from Sabbath 
classes because their new hat is not done. 
Churches that shook our cities with great re- 
vivals sending around to ask some demonstra- 
tive worshipper if he will not please to say 
“amen” and “hallelujah’’a little softer. It 
seems as ifin our churches we wanted a bap- 
tism of cologne and balm of a thousand 
flowers, when we actually need a baptism of 
tire from the Lord God of Pentecost. But we 
are so afraid somebody will criticise our ser- 
mons, or criticise our prayers, or criticise our 
religious work, that our anxiety for the 
worid’s redemption is lost in the. fear we wil 
get our hand hurt, while Eieazar went into 
the conilict, “and his hand ciave unto the 
sword.’”’ 

But I see in the next place what a hard 
thing it was for Eleazar to get his hand and 
his sword parted. The muscles aud the 
sinews had been solong grasped around the 
sword he could not drop it when he proposed 
to drop it, and his three comrades, I suppose, 
came up and tried to help him, and they 
bathed the back part of the hand, hoping the 
sinews and muscies would relax. But no. 
‘‘His hand clave to the sword.’’ Then thev 
tried to pull open the fingers and to pull back 
the thumb; but no sooner were they pulled 
back than they closed again, ‘‘and his hand 
clave unto the sword.’’ But after a while 
they were successful, and then they noticed 
that the curve in the palm of the hand cor- 
responded exactly with the curve of the hilt. 
‘Tiis hand clave unto the sword.” 

You and I have seen it many atime. There 
are in the United States today many aged 
ministers of the gospel. They are too feeble 
now to preach. In the church records the 
word opposite their name is “emeritus,’’ or the 
words pre, ‘a minister without charge.” They 
were a heroic race. ‘They had sinall salaries, 
and but few books, and they swam spring 
freshets to meet their appointments. But 
they did in their day a mighty work for God. 
They took-off more of the heads of Philistine 
iniquity than you can count from noon to sun- 
down. You put thatold minister of the gospel 
now into a prayer meeting, or occasional pul- 
pit, ora sick room where there is some one to 
be comforted, and itis the same old ring to 
his voice and the same old story of pardon and 
peace and Christand heaven. His hand has 
so jong clutched the sword in Christian conflict 
hecannotdropit. ‘*His hand clare unto the 
sword.”’ 

i had in my parish in Philadelphiaa very 
aged inan who in his early life had been the 
companion and gdviser of the early presidents, 
Madison and Monroe. He had wielded vast 
influence, but I only knew him as a very 
aged man. The most remarkable thing about 
him was his ardor of Christ. When he could 
notstandup in the meetings without prop- 
ping, he would throw his arm around a pillar 
of the church, and, though his mind was par- 
tially gone, his love for Christ was so great 
that ali were fn deep respect aud profound ad 
miration, and were moved when he spoke. I 
was called to see him die. LIentered the 
room, and he said: 

“Mr. Talmage, I cannot speak to you now.”’ 


He was in a very pleasant delirium, as he im- | 


agined he had an audience before him. He 
said: ‘‘I must tell these people to come to 
Christ and prepare fer heaven.’’ And then in 
this pleasant delirium.

There is the headless body of Paul on the 
road to Ostea. His great brain and his great 
heart have been severed. The elmwood rods 
had stung him fearfully. When the corn ship 
broke up he swam ashore, coming up drenched 
with the brine. Every day since that day 
when the horse reared under him in the su- 
burbs of Damascus, as the supernatural light 
fell, down to this day when he is sixty-eight 
years of age and oid and Hea from the 
prison cell of the Mamertine, he has been 
outrageously treated, and he is wanting to die. 
How does he spend his last hours? Telling 
the world how badly he feels, and describing 
the rheumatism that he got in prison, the 
rheumatism aftlicting his limbs, or the neural- 
gia piercing his temples, or the thirst that 
fevers his tongue? Oh, no. His last words 
are the battle-shout for Christendom: “Iam 
now ready to be offered, and the time of my 
departure is at hand; I have fought the wont 
fight.””

How wonder- 
fully the words sounded out from his dying 
pillow: ‘I have been young and now am old, 
yet have I never seen the righteous forsaken, 
or his seed begging bread.”’ They bathed his 
brow, and they bathed his hands, and they 
bathed his feet, and they succeeded in 
straightening out the feet, but they did not 
succeed in bathing open the hand so it would 
stay open. They bathed the hand open, but it 
came shut. They bathed it open again, but it 
came shut. W hat was the matter with the 
thumb and the fingers of that old hand?

I preach this sermon asa tonic. I want you 
to hold the truth with ineradicable grip, and 
I want you tostrike so hard for God that it 
will react, and while you take the sword, the 
sword will take you.

Here isa 
soldier who pulls up his sleeve, and says, 
“There, I was wounded in that arm,” and 
shows the sear. And another soldier pulls 
down his collar, and says, “There, I was 
wounded in the neck.”” And another soldier 
says, ‘‘I have had no use of that limb since the 
gunshot fracture.” 

O my friends, when the battle of life is over, 


and the resurrection has come, and our bodies 


rise from the dead, will we have onus any 
sears of bravery ‘for God? Christ will be 
there all covered with scars. Scars on the 
brow, scars on the hand, scars on the feet, 
scars all over the heart won in the battle of 
redemption. And all heaven will sod aloud 
with emotion as they look at those scars. Ig- 
natius will be there, and he will point out the 
place where the tooth and the paw of the lion 
siezed himin the Colisseum, and John Huss 
will be there, and he will show where the coal 
first scorched the foot on that day when his 
spirit took wing of flame from Constance. 
McMillan, and Campbell, and Freeman, Am- 
erican missionaries in India, will be there— 
the men who, with their wives and children, 
went down in the awful massacre at Cawn- 
pore, — they will show where the daggers of 
the Sepoys struck them. 

The Tahoma will be there and they will 
show where their bones were broken on that 
day when the Piedmontese soldiery pitched 
them over the rocks. -And there will be those 
there who took care of the sick and who looked 
after the poor, and they will have evidences of 
earthly exhaustion.

A violin was brought 
to him, and he said; ‘‘Now go to work as I 
begin to rb, on Li and for forty minutes, during 
the awful pangs of amputation, he moved not 
a muscle nor dropped a note, while he played 
some sweet tune. Oh,it is not strange that with 
the music of the gospel of Jesus Christ, and 
with this grand march of the church militant 
on the way to become the church triumphant, 
we cannot forget ourselves and forget all pang 
and all sorrow and all persecution and all 
perturbation. 

We know what men accomplish under 
wordly opposition. Men do not shrink back 
for antagonism, or for hardship. You have 
admired Prescott’s ‘‘Conquest of Mexico,’’ as 
brilliant and beautiful a history as waa ever 
written; but some of you may not know under 
what disadvantage it was written—that Con- 
quest of Mexico—for Prescott was totally blind 
and he had two pieces of wood parallel to each 
other fasiened, and totally blind, with his pen 
between those two pieces of wood he wrote, 
the stroke against one piece of wood telling 
how far the pen must go in one way, the stroke 
against the other piece of wood telling how far 
the pen must gointhe other way. Oh, how 
much men will endure for worldly knowledge 
and for worldly success, and yet how little we 
endure for Jesus Christ. How many Chris- 
tians there are that goaroundsaying: “O my 
hand, my band, my hurt hand; don’t you see 
there is blood on the hand, and there is blood 
on the sword?” while Eleazar, which the hilt 
imbedded intbe flesh ofjjhis right hand, does 
not{know it. 


Must I be ¢arried to the skies 
On flowers beds of ease, 

While others fought to win the prize 
Or sailed through bloody seas’? 


What have we suffered in comparison with 
those who expired with suffocation, or were 
burned, or were chopped to pieces for the 
truth’s sake? We taik of the persecution of 
olden times. There is just as much pomneee 
tion going r oh now in various ways. In 184%, 
in Madagascar, eighteen inen were put to 
death for Ubrist’s sake. They were to be 
hurled over the rocks, and before they were 
hurled over the rocks, in order to make their 
death the more dreadful in anticipation, they 
were put in baskets and swung to and fro 
over ‘the precipice that they might see how 
many hundred feet they would have to be 
dashed down, and while they were swinging 
in these baskets over the rocks they sang: 


Jesus, lover of my soul, 
Let ine to Thy bosum tly, 
While the billows near me roll, 
While the tempest still is high. 


Then they were dashed down to death.' Oh, 
how much others have endured for Christ, and 
how little we endure for Christ. We want to 
ride to heaven in a Pullman sleeping car, our 
feet on soft plush, the bed made up early so 
we can sleep all the way, the black porter of 
death to wake us up only intime to enter the 
golden city. We want all the surgeons to fix 
ourhand up. Let them bring on all the lint 
and all the bandages, and all the salve, for our 
hand is hurt, white Eleazar does not know his 
hand is hurt. “‘His hand clave unto the 
sword.,”’ 

As I look at Eleazar’s hand, I come to 
the conclusion that he has done a great 
deal of-hard hitting. Iam not surprised when 
I see that these four men—Eleazar and his 
three companions—drove back the army of 
Philistines, that Eleazar’s sword clave to his 
hand, for every time he struck an evemy with 
one end of the sword, the other end of the 
sword wounded him. When he took hold of 
the sword, the sword took hold of him. Oh, 
we have found an enemy who cannot be con- 
quered by rosewater and soft speeches. It 
must be sharp stroke and straight thrust. 
There is intemperance, and there is fraud, and 
there is gambling, and there is lust, and there 
are ten thousand battalions of iniquity—armed 

Philistine iniquity. How afe they to be cap- 
tured and overthrown? Soft sermons in mo- 
rocco cases laid down in front of an exquisite 
audience will not do it. You have got to call 
things by their right name. 

We have got toexpe!l from our churches 
Christians who eat the sacrament on Sunday 
and devour widows’ houses all the week. We 
have got to stop our indignation against the 
Hittites and the Jebusites and the Gerishites, 
and let these poor wretches go, and apply our 
indignation to the modern transgressions 
which: need to be dragged out and slain. 
‘Arabs here. Hewods here. Jezebels here. 
Strike for 
God sohard that while you slay the sin the 
sword willadhere to your own hand. I tell 
you, my friends, we want a few John Knoxes 
and John Wesleys in the Christian church to- 
day. 

The whole tendency is to refine on Chris- 
tian work. We keep on refining on it, until 
we send apologetic word to iniquity we are 
about to capture it. And we must go with 
sword silver-chased and presented by the 
ladies, and we must ride on white palfrey un- 
der embroidered housing, putting the spurs in 
only just enough to make the charger dance 
gracefully, and then we inust send a missive, 
delicate as a wedding card, to ask the old 
black giant of sin if he will not surrender. 

Women saved by the grace of God and on 
glorious mission sent, detained from Sabbath 
classes because their new hat is not done. 
Churches that shook our cities with great re- 
vivals sending around to ask some demonstra- 
tive worshipper if he will not please to say 
“amen” and “hallelujah’’ a little softer. It 
seems as ifin our churches we wanted a ban- 
tism of cologne and balm of a thousand 
flowers, when we actually need a baptism of 
fire from the Lord God of Pentecost. But we 
are so afraid somebody will criticise our ser- 
mons, or criticise our prayers, or criticise our 
religious work, that our anxiety for the 
worid’s redemption is lost in the fear we will 
get our hand hurt, while Eleazar went into 
the ‘ contlict, “and his hand clave unto the 
sword.” 

But I see in the next place what a hard 
thing it was for Eleazar to get his hand and 
his sword ovarted. The muscles and the 
sinews had been so long grasped around the 
sword he could not drop it when he proposed 
to drop it, and his three comrades, I suppose, 
came up and tried to help him, and they 
bathed the back part of the hand, hoping the 
sinews and muscles would relax. But no. 
‘His hand clave to the sword.’’ Then thev 
tried to pull open the fingers and to pull back 
the thumb; but no sooner were they pulled 
back than they closed again, ‘‘and his hand 
clave unto the sword.” But after a while 
they were successful, and then they noticed 
thatthe curve in the palm of the hand cor- 
responded exactly with the curve of the hilt. 
“Tiis hand clave unto the sword.’ 

You and I have seen it many atime. There 
are in the United States today many aged 
ministers of the gospel. They are too feeble 
now to preach. In the church records the 
word opposite their name is ‘emeritus,’ or the 
words pre, ‘‘a minister without charge.”’ They 
were a heroic race. ‘They had sinall salaries, 
and but few books, and they swam spring 
freshets to moet their appointments. But 
they did in their day a mighty work for God. 
They took off more of the heads of Philistine 
iniquity than you can count from noon to sun- 
down. You put thatold minister of the gospel 
now into a prayer meeiing, or occasiona! pal- 
pit, ora sick room where there is some one to 
be comforted, and itis the same old ring to 
his voice aud the same old story of pardon and 
peace and Christand heaven. His hand has 
so jong clutched the sword in Christian conflict 
hecannotdropit. ‘‘His hand clave unto the 
sword.”’ 

I had in my parish in Philadelphiaa very 
aged inan W ho in his early life had been the 
companion and gdviser of the early presidents, 
Madison and Monroe. He had wielded vast 
influence, but I only knew him as a very 
aged nan. The most remarkable thing about 
him was his ardor of Christ. When he could 
not stand up in

afraid that the south is neglecting her best 
opportunity of inethe wonld’s attention 
to her resources and adv tages) Our con- 
temporary says: "i 

There is very great danger that the world’s fair 
will prove an injury rather than a benefit to the 
south. That this will be the greatest exposition 
which has ever been seen, and that the number of 
visitors will be far in excess of the attendance at 
any preceding world’s fair, no longer admit of 
any question. Before the gates are open probably 
upwards of $50,000,000 will have been spent on 
the buildings and exhibits. The whole world 
will be fully represented there. The west, the 
northwest and the Pacific ecast will probably 
make the finest exhibits of their resources in soil, 
minerals and timbers, and of their manufactured 
and agricultural products, that have ever been 
seen. Whatisthe south going to do? It mnust 
meet these other sections in a fair fight for 
supremacy, and win or lose the greatest oppor- 
tunity that has ever been offered for attracting 
the attention of the world. A meager display 
will be overshadowed by the magnificent exhibits 
of other states, and do more harm than good. 
Against the iron ores vf the south will be put the 
splendid ores of the Lake Superior region ; south- 
ern coals and cokes will have to meet in competi- 
tion the coals and cckes of Pennsylvania, Wash- 
ington and other states; southern timber the 
magnificent timbers of California and Washing- 
ton. Itisa critical time for the whole ‘south. 
Shall we make such unequaled displays of our 
natural resources as to draw to the south the at- 
tention of the millions of visitors to the tair, or 
shall we, through jack of energy and enterprise 
lose the chance and see the tide of men and’ 
money turned to other sections? 

Undoubtedly it would be greatly to our 
interest to make a complete and first-class 
ethibit at the world’s fair, but our failure 
to do so will not materially injure us. For 
acentury orsoit has been very generally 
understood by outsiders that the south is 
content with a gradual and a natural growth. 
We are satisfied with the natural increase of 
our population, and with the-slow but sure 
development of our resources. If we 
adopted the methods of the great west it 
would be an easy matter to draw immigrants 
by the million from Europe, but the experi- 
ence of other sections has convinced us that 
the sudden influx of these aliens is by no 
means an unmixed advantage to a country. 

The south will not be unrepresented at 
the world’s fair. She will make no extra- 
ordinary effort to advertise herself, but the 
suggestions and hints that her exhibit will 
give of her resources and possibilities will 
doubtless do more to attract the attention of 
capital and enterprise than a more elaborate 
and showy collect’on would do. 

The record of southern progress in the 
past two decades is gratifying enough, and 
should convince even the most impatient 
and apprehensive that we are not likely to 
stand still in future.

This statement appears to affect The Eve- 
ning Post unfavorably, for it gives the em-

So the only difference between the free-coinage 
democrats and the New York democrats is that 
the former “know” that free coinage will carry 
the price of silver up to $1.29 per ounce, while the 
latter do not know it. It is a difference of knowl- 
edge and of foresight only. Butit is impossible 
that THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION should possess 
more knowledge on this subject than Senator 
Jones, of Nevada. Senator Jones has been study- 
ing this question assiduotsly for fifteen years, 
and has been a producer of silver all the time, 
When the present siiver law was before the senate, 
he predicted that the purchase of 4,500,000 ounces 
per month by our government would carry the 
price up to par with gold. In a debate with Sena- 
tor Cockrell, July 8, 1890, Mr. Jones said: 

“The fact of the business is that it was be- 
lieved, and I believe, unless the production of 
silver shall largely increase, the 4,500,000 ounces 
per month will exhaust and more than exhaust 


_ the world’s demand at the rate of a dollar for 


714, grains of pure silyer.”’ 

The Evening Post is famous for running 
discussion into a hole of its own boring, but 
in this instance the hole is neither big 
enough nor deep enough to accommodate 
the matter. The effect of free coinage is a 


- fact that will not go on all-fours with the 


republican silver act of 1890, 
is an experiment about which Senator 
Jones could know nothing. He believed 
that it would carry the price of silver to par, 
but his be. .€ was worth nothing. Fact and 
common : x, aS Tir ConsrituTion 
poinied out .. the time, were all opposed to 
such %elief. But for the silver pool, in 
which some -f Senator Jones’s political 
friends were interested, the silver act of 
1890 would have had no appreciable effect 
on the price of silver. No free coinage 
democrat voted for that act, and while it 
was pending THE CONSTITUTION advanced 
against it the very objections that are urged 
in the New York democratic platform. 

The free coinage of silver is not an expe- 
riment, and wher THe JONSTITUTION says 
it knows what wil! be the result of it so far 
as the value of silver bullion is concerned, 
it is not making agy claims of superior 
knowledge or foresigh%,as The Evening Post 
seems tothink. To ie intrinsic value of 
silver bullion would added its coinage 
value, and this would be supplemented, as 
in the case of gold, wih the legal tender 
value of the coins, With fhe mints open to

silver the bullion in this country. would pos- 
sess a potential money value. This is a fact 
that ought to be as plain to one man as to 
another. 

There is a good deal of loose talk in the 
newspapers about the intrinsic value of a 
dollar. The mere intrinsic value of the 
metal in a dollar does not make it a dollar. 

Take gold—which The Evening Post 
crowns aud makes a king of: What would 
happen if the mints of the United States 
were closed against it, and its coinage 
and legal tender value were taken away ? 
It would fall in this country to what is 
called its intrinsic value, and this intrinsic 
value would be no greater than that of sil- 
ver. It fell when Germany ceased to coln 
it, and when it was demonetized in India, 
Calcutta merchants found it impossible to 
borrow silver on gold collateral at high 
rates of interest. 

We are aiming to show what is not nec- 
essary to be shown—what reason and com- 
mon sense vouch for without argument or 
illustration—that the coinage value of 
a money metal is a potential factor in de- 
termining its place in the currency. Will 
The Evening Post tell usin simple terms 
why free coinage will not carry silver to a 
parity with gold in our currency ? 


A Negro State. 

As the story goes, there is an organized 
effort to start a negro territory, and after- 
wards a negro state, in Oklahoma. 

One McCabe, a colored man, who was 
once auditor of the state of Kansas, is said 
to be atthe head of the movement. Mc- 
Cabe, forsome time past, has encouraged 
the migration of well-to-do colored people to 
Oklahoma. He now says that the colored 
population of the territory exceeds 12,000, 
and he predicts that in six months there 
will be 30,000 of that color in the territory, 
Iie is reported as saying: 

I expect to have a netro population of over one 
hundred thousand within two ycars, and we will 
not only have imade substantial advancement for 
my people, but we will by tuat time secure control 
of political affairs. At present we are republia 
ans, but the time will soon come when we wi'l be 
abie to dictate the policy of this territory or stete, 
and when that time comes we will have a negro 
state governed by negroes. We do not wish to 
antagonize the whites. They are necessary in the 
development of a new country, but they owe my 
race homes, and my race owes to itself a govern- 
mental control of those homes. 


McCabe may be right in his estimates and 
predictions, but it goes without say!ng that 
in this republic we do not want a negro 
state. Under our republic we cannot afford 
to have people classified in states according 
to color, ace or condition. If Oklahoma 
should start out as a negro state the proba- 
bility is that before many years it would 
sink to the level of Hayti, and its barbarism 
would involve it in perpetual difficulty with 
the federal government. 

The experiment should be discouraged. 
There is no room in this union for a negro 
state—no more than there is room for a 
German, Irish or French state. We are 
Americans or nothing. 


Per Capita Circulation. 

The phrase per capita circulation is mis- 
leading. It is very encouraging to see it 
stated that we have in this country so many 
dollars per head in circulation, but the main 
point to be considered is the matter of dis- 
tribution. 

Asa recent writer on this subject makes 
plain, the problem for economists to study 
is, first, the amount of money in the coun- 
try, and, second, its distrivution. One hun- 
dred dollars per capita means nothing un- 
less it is so distributed and employed as to 
enable every worker to use it in earning a 
living. 

Now, our financial system is so arranged 
that banks, treasurers of corporations and 
other citizens keep millions of dollars under 
lock and key. This hoarded money is held 
fora reserve to answer some sudden and 
unexpected demand. Anything that ham- 
pers money—-a single gold standard, for in- 


to the demands of production and business. 
When the government raises an excessive 
revenue and holds it in the treasury, the 
natural conditions of trade are interfered 
with, and the problem of distribution be- 
comes more complicated. 

The remedy, broadly stated, is to have 
enough money to meet the legitimate wants 
of business, and have arevenue system under 
Which the government will draw from the 
people through the medium of taxatiun only 
enough to answer the needs of an economi- 
cal administration. There can be no hope 
of securing a generally beneficial distribu- 
tion of the currency until we get started on 
this line. 

In discussing the financial issues of the 
day, the fact should always be borne in mind 
that the per capita circulation means very 
little, unless the facilities of distribution 
keep pace with the business and progress of 
the country.]

Tarpon fishing at Cumberland Island 
news which makes the sportsman’s heart 
flutter. It is a hitherto unheard of thing, but 
Cumberland misses nothing, and now she 
rivals Florida in the sport which has been the 
orange state’s proudest boast. The tarpon is 
the king of game fish, and until a week 
or two ago was not known to come 
up the coast above Indian river. It 
is the fish which Mr. Cleveland and 
Senator Quay are so fond of going for. Next 
to his wife and baby Ruth, there is nothing 
Mr. Cleveland loves so well as to feel a tarpon 
gatch his hook and dart off, making the reel 
whiz around a hundred revolutions to the sec- 
ond. Matt Quay would rather go tarpon fish- 
ing than receive a ten-thousand-dollar check 
fora campaign fund. The author of The 
Complefe Angler would confess that he did 
not know what fishing really is, could he come 
back and spend a week in tarpon waters. 

Usually, fishermen keepa good thing to 
themselvés when they find a spot where they 
can enjoy good sport. Leta fisherman down 
on the coast find a sheephead “‘drop,’”’ and he 
guards his secret as carefully as the Masons do 
some of thosefwords of theirs which they do 
"not dare to write or even to pronounce, except 
in certain positions. But the discovery of 
tarpon off Cumberland Island was such a big 
secret thatit could not be kept. And the 
news spread like wild fire. All last week the 
inlets were alive with sportsmen, and tarpon 
fishing parties are being formed 
half way up the _ state to go 
to Cumberland. A large party 
leaves Flovilla today and will spend several 
days on the island. 
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Saturday morning Mr. C. N. Kight, as- 
sistant general passenger agent of the East 
Tennessee road, returned, bringing back two 
fine tarpon, each four or five feet long. One 
hung in each door of the baggage car, and as 
the train rolled into the city, hundreds of peo- 
ple stopped tolook at them, It is customary 
to call tine trout or fine bass beauties, but 
that term is too mild for those tarpons. Mr. 
Kight spent two days on Cumberland. In 
the party were Messrs. J. P. Leach, superin- 
tendent Pullman company; M. K. Maher, 
Edwards and H. F. Emery. 

They had the finest fishing of their lives, 
one and all agree. : 

All kinds of fish are biting well on the coast 
this fall, and there would be rare sport at Cum- 
berland even if the king of game fish was not 
there. Sheephead, and bass and crokers give 
the angler all the fun he could ask. Every 
little while a shark adds excitement by trying 
to get away with a mullet and a hook. When 
a shark putsin an appearance he spoils the 
other fishing for the time being, for he scares 
the smaller fish away. 

The presence of tarpon at Cumberland is 
supposed to be due to the temporary scarcity 
of small fish on the Florida coast, and the 
large fish have followed their food supply. 
The sportsmen go out as the tide begins to 
come in well over the bar, for the little fish 
come in with the flood and go out on the ebb, 
and the large fish follow the small 
ones. Just the same hook and line 
which are used for sheephead do for 
tarpon. Although this large fish 
runs up above one hundred pounds in weight, 


and is as strong as a steer, he can be landed 
with an ordinary silk liné provided it is a long 
one. The art consists in playing the big fel- 
low until he is tired out. Senator Quay’s one 
hundred and twenty-seven-pound tarpon is the 
largest ever caught on a hook. 
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This week will be alively one at Cumber- 
land. One gentleman who had to leave tem- 
porarily has gone on to Cincinnati to get the 
best outfit obtainable. 

Washington Irving and Walton were both 
of the opinion that angling is something like 
poetry—a man must be born toit. This is not 
literally true, but there is something in it. 

To those who contemplate sharing the sport 
at Cumberland, these words of sage advice 
from old Izaak Walton are commended: 

“Ye shall not use this foresaid crafti dis- 
port for no covetousness to the increasing and 
sparing of your money only, but principally 
for your solace and to cause the helth of 
your body, and specyalle of your soule. 
* *® When ye to go as your disportes 
in fishynee, ye 
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game. And that ye may serve God devoutly 

in sayinge effectually your customable prayers. 

And thus saying, ye shall eschew and also 

avoyde many vices, as yddleness, which is 

principall cause to induce man to many other 

vices, as it is right well known.”

THE DAY OF ATONEMENT, 


A Holiday That Is Being Observed by the 
Hebrews. 

The Jewish holiday, ‘‘Yom Hakipur,’”’ or 
day ot atonement, began at 6 o’clock last even- 
ing and will continue until the same hour 
today. 

It is, as the name implies, aday of repent- 
ance. Services were held at the synagogue 
last night conducted by Rabbi Reich and will 
begin again this morning at 9:30 o’clock to 
last all day. Thecornet will be blown ac- 
cording to the old custom of reminding the 
Hebrews to atone for their iniquities. 

It is a day of fast, and the devout Jews wili 
observe it as such. For twenty-four hours no 
food or drink of any kind will pass their lips, 
but they will attend the services and spend the 
day in earnest prayer and ask forgiveness for 
their sins. The ancient sacrificial offering is 
supplemented by this. 

The business houses of the Hebrews will 
all be closed, and the important 
holiday to them will be regarded in accordance 
with the Bibical precept, from Leviticus: 

‘But on the tenth day of this seventh month 
is the day of atonement; a holy convocation 
shall it be unto you,and ye shall fast. Andno 
manner of work shall ye do on this same day; 
for it is a day of atonement to make atonement 
for you before the Eternal, your God.. A Sab- 
bath of rest shall it be unto you, and ye shall 
fast; on the ninth day of the month, at even- 
ing, shall ye begin; it shall be a statute for- 
ever throughout your generations, in all your 
dwellings. For om that day shall ye make an 
atonement for you, to cleanse -you; from all 
your sins before the Eternal shall ye be 
clean.”’ 

Preparations for this ‘‘day of purification” 
are always carefully made. The Jews look 
forward to this occasion, and absent members 
of families return home to observe it. After the 
dav is ended there is usually a feast. 

The services today wiil be conducted by 
Rabbi Reich, assisted by members of the con- 
gregation. These services are always arranged 
with special care for this day, and in the after- 
noon there will @ memorial service, in 
which names of those members who have 
passed away will be read, and special recitals 
mmade in their memory. 

The Jews observe this day all over the 
known world,

And the Observance of the Christian 
Sabbath. 


SERMON OF VICAR GENERAL KEILEY, 


In Which He Maintains the Reasonable- 
ness ofa Beliefin Purgatory. 
Sunday Observance. 


A large congregation listened to Vicar Gen- 
eral Keiley, in the Church of the Immaculate 
Conception yesterday morning. He spoke 
with unusual vigor, and closely held the atten- 
tion of his listeners. His theme was on the 
Catholic belief in purgatory, and incident 
ally, he touched upon the different ideas of 
Sabbath observance. His points are thus 
summarised : 

The parable of today’s gospel, in its reference 
to the delivery of the wicked servant to “the tor- 
turers until he should pay all the debt,” affords 
me an opportunity of speaking of the most mis- 
understood Catholic doctrine of purgatory. Out- 
side the domain of faith we agree to differ with 
our fellow men on inany topics. In matters which 
affect our behblief, the difference between 
us. and non-Catholics is more fundamental, 
for on all questions of revelation we have 
faith, whilst our separated brethren have more or 
less strong opinions. We profess, then, our belief 
that there is a purgatory, and that the souls there 
detained are helped by prayer. 

Now, this doctrine is reasonable, and is a logical 
deduction from established truths, It is reason- 
able that God is not indifferent to good and oes 
that He is the rewarder of good, the punisher o 
evil; that such reward and punishment are 
not dealt out in this hfe, at least 
adequately, It is equally a_ reasonable 
fact that men leave this worid with souls stained 
with grievous sins, or with merely lesser or venial 
sins. 

Itisa truth of Christianity that nothing de- 
filed can enter heaven; that God has decreed the 
punishment of hell for serious or mortal offenses 
ayainst His law; that God, while infinitely merci: 
ful, 18 supremely just. ‘ 

Now, for those who die and are yet guilty of 
minor offenses not forgiven, it must 
be said that they cannot go to heaven, 
for nothing defiled enters there; certainly 
not to hell (though most of our separative breth- 
ren have given upeternal punishment as not quite 
in keeping with the nineteenth eentury enlighten- 
ment), for that were not in accordance with the 
justice of God. Therefore, it is reasonable to con- 
clude that there is a third place. 

But seripture says so, for the book of Macha- 
bees tells us that Judas, making @ gathering, sent 
12,000 drachms of silver to Jerusalem tor sacri 
fice, to be offered for the sins of the dead, think- 
ing well and religiously concerning the resurrec- 
tion. For if he had not hoped that they that 
were slain should rise again it would have seemed 
superfiuous and vain to pray for the dead. And 
because he considered that they who had fallen 
asleep with godliness had great grace laid up ior 
them. Itis, therefore, a holy and wholesome 
thought to pray for the dead that they may bé 
loosed from sins. 

This textisclear. Itistrue that non-Catholics 
say this book is not inspired, because the Jews re- 
ject it. The Jews reject Christ also. The church 
Kays itisinspired. Who will decide? To whom 
may questions concerning the lnspiration 
or genuineness of scripture be referred? 
fo the scriptures thmselves? This _ is 
absurd. Who will decide? Sects arising in 
the sixteenth century? Just as absurd a dictum, 

Again: A constant teacbing in all the eastern 
churehes from the earliest days affirms the exist- 
ence of some middie place,and the efficacy of 
prayers for those detained there. ; 

butis it true thatif a dogmais not found in 
scripture it need not be believed? 

If there. be one practice amoug our separated 
brethren which seems to have been iterated to the 
dignity of an infallible verity it assuredly is the 
observance ol Sunday. With mostof them the 
possession of legislative power would in- 
evitably lead to the enactment of the 
most severe pains and penalties against 
supposed offenders in this line. The dav$ 
of the Puritan would come again. Now, mark 
you, lam not objecting to the proper observance 
of the Sunday. { am only stating that nowhere 
from Genesis to the Apocalypse will you tind one 
word commanding the first day of the week, of 
Sunday. Ido find a solemn command of God 
given ’mid the thunders of Sinai that men should 
remember to keep holy the seventh day. I do 
find punishment threatened and inflicted fora 


do I tind one syllable which reqnires 
the observance o/ the Sunday. It may be said that 
we also observe the Sunday. True, but not be- 
cause it is required by holy writ, but because an 
authority anterior to above and the authorized in- 
terpreter of the scriptures bids me to observe tne 
tirst and not o!serve the seventh day. 

The same authority tells me that there is a mid- 
die place where souls suffer for a time. 

Assurediy this doctrine is not opposed 
to God’s justice, for justice demands 
a proportion between crime and its punishment, 
and without some intermediate state this propor- 
tion is notfound, Certainly God’s mercy is not 
opposed, tor it presents God as manifesting such 
interest in men «s to provide that after enduring 
a slight separation from Him they may, despite 
the imperfection of their lives, at length be 
admitted to His blessed presence. The doctrine 
exp.ains the giorious act of faith Which is made 
by all christians: ‘I believe in the communion of 
saints.”

DREAD OF THE GRIP. 


Northerners Are Coming South Early 
This Year. 


A SEVERE WINTER FEARED UP THERE. 


All the Signs Point to Frequent Blizzards 
and Intense Cold, and Tourists and 
Invalids Are Florida-Bound. 


Georgia and Florida will have the heaviest 
tourist travel the coming season they ever 
had, so it is said. 

An East Tennessee official who is just 
back from a trip over his road, says that 
he was astonished at the number of north- 
ern and western people he met who were 
on their way to south Georgia and Florida. 
Usually this travel does not set in well 
until November and December. He could 
not explain it to himself, and approached 
a group of passengers, and without letting 
them know his position, asked them what 
was bringing them south so early this 
year. 

One of them answered: “‘You know we 
have had the grip bad in the north for 
two winters, and it has carried off a great 
many people. All the signs point to 
an early and hard winter. In 
fact, a very severe winter is 
expected throughout the north and west 
We did not want to be caught and hur- 
ried away sooner than usual. There is a 
general dread that the grip will return 
and be very bad this coming winter, and 
you will find that people who can get away 
from the cold climate with its blizzards 
will come south early. In lower Georgia 
and Florida there is no danger, for those 
sections are free from the disease.”’ 

All the winter resort hotels will open earlier 
this year than in the past. Some of them are 
being made ready now for guests. 

With the expectation of large travel Flori- 
dians are cheerful. They made money last 
season and with the capital carried into the 
state by the development of the phosphate, 
and with another good tourist year the state 
will come out well.

The grading is now in progress on the extension 
of the Jamesville and Washington from Wash- 
ington westerly along the Painlico river to a con- 
nection with the Albermarie and Raleigh, near 
Bethel, N.C. The bine 1s about twenty-five miles 
jong. At present about two hundred and fifty 
convicts from the North Carolina penitentiary are 
aa om, tang on the work, and it is expected that it 
wili take about four months to complete it. 

The engineers have just completed the survey 
from Brooksville about tifteen miles east to La- 
couchee, in Hernando county, Florida. and as 
Soon as the estimates have been prepared they 


will be submitted to the contractors. L. Y. Jen- 
ness, of Brooksville, is president. 

The tracklaying has been recently begun on the 
extension southeast of Barnwell, and is now pro- 
gressing rapidly to Allendale, S. C. The seven- 
teen miles between these points will soon be in 
operation. 

The receivers have recently revived the project 
for the eastern extension of a road through 
Arkansas. Surveys have been made from Wister, 
I. T., on the St. Louis and San Francisco, the 
terminus of the line, easterly to Hartford, Ark., 
and right of way has been partly secured through 
Sebastian and Logan counties. 8S. L. Shellen- 
berger, the chief engineer, is now making a re- 
connoissance through these counties toward Lit- 
tle Rock and the Interoceanic railroad has just 
been chartered in Arkansas to build the line. 

Several times surveys have been made by the 
Denver and Rio Grande to _ shorten its 
line between Denver and Leadville. 
The present route is circuitous, ex- 
tending south to Pueblo, west to Salida, and 
north to Leadville. The South Park mountains 
prevent the construction of aline that is at all 
direct. The Denver, Apex and Western directors 
State that they will build a nearly direct line to 
Leadville from Denver. Chairman Coppell has 
answered with some ficures: It would cost $12,- 
000,000 to build this projected line, which would 
be 126 miles in length. They could not raise this 
amount of money at the present time. It would 
cost 70 per cent of the earnings of the road annu- 
ally to operate it. The interest wou!d be $720,000 
onthe bonds. To meetall this the road would 
have to pay $820,000 per mile, and there is nothing 
in the population or products of that section at 
present nor in prospective that would warrant the 
investinent Of $12,000,000. These preliminary sur- 
veys for this line made last fall cost the company 
$90,000, and it was money thrown away. That 
line will never be built during our lifetime.

An Estimate Which Makes It Fall Below 
7,000,000 Bales. 

Macon, Ga., October 11.—[Special.}—‘‘The 
shortness of this year’s cotton crop ,is not 
being emphasized enough,” said a prominent 
cotton factor. 

‘Why, it is being referred to as a short crop 
every day,’’ said a bystander. 

‘Yes, but not short enough,’’ was the reply. 

“How short ought it to be estimated?’ 
asked another factor, 

‘‘iLess than seven million bales,’’ responded 
the first speaker. 

There was an audible smile of incredulity

‘Now, toget a fair basis of estimate, we 
should go back to the crop of 1889-90, and I be- 
lieve this crop will be much smaller than that 
one.

The venerable 
buildings were pregnant with the memories of 
by-gone days, when, as a student in her por- 
tals, I wooed the Muses beneath her classic 
oaks, unknowing of the stern realitiesof a 
scuffle for bread that lay beyond the purple 
hills of my college dreamland. This much 
for my beloved Alma Mater. 

The curriculum of the institution has been 
very much enlarged by the addition of the 
course of bachelor of philosophy and, further, 
by 2 complement of the scientific course—that 
of bachelor of science. The following prelim- 
inary statement, a part of a supplement to The 
Wesleyan Christian Advocate, was issued on 
July 1891, and serves to show the enlarge- 
ment of the curricuam of the college thatI re 


fer to: 
Preliminary Statement. 

The increase of the faculty and the enlargment 
of the coures of study were anticipated when the 
Jast annual catalorue was issued, May Ist, and 
the following preface was inserted in that publi- 
cation: 

“This catalogue is issued before the annual 
meeting of the board of trustees. Should changes 
in the courses of study be made, or additional 
courses laid out, notice will be given by a special 
circular about July 1891.” 

The completion of the movement adding $100,- 
009 to the endowment, makes possible all that was 
anticipated, and accordingly this supp/ementary 
announcement is made. 

In sending forth the revised courses, especial 
attention is invited to the following points: 

There is no branch of useful learning the study 
of which may not now be prosecuted as profitably 
and successfully at Emory college as at any other 
American college, and the variety of courses 
opened is suflicient to meet the tastes and wants of 
all. 

The courses in English and the Bible are re- 
quired for any degree at the Emory college. Our 
mother tongue and our holy religion occupy the 
first place in the work of this institution. 

The course in history, taken in connection with 
the study of Greek and Roman history in the 
classical department, and the study of the Bible 
is one of the fullest and most beautiful courses of 
historical study to be found in any American col- 
lege. 

The courses in natural science, pure and applied 
mathematics, are very full, and the satisfactory 
completion of the bachelor of science course will 
qualify the student for all the work of modern 
engineering, chemical anyiysis, etc. 

The value of modern languages is recognized by 
full and attractive courses. 

While Emory college recognizes fully the worth 
of scientific study and the value of the modern 
languages, it refuses to yield toan unwise popular 
clamor against the classics. No student can receive 
the degree of A. B.:from this institution who has 
not satisfactorily completed the courses In Latin 
and Greek as well asin English, and at least one 
of tke modern languages. Thr literature of the 
Hebrews, Greeks and Romans has entered vitally 
into cur own civilization, and familiarity with 
them is reckoned as of the highest value by the 
authorities of this college. 

Thus it will be seen that the college, one of 
the oldest and bestin the land, is keeping fully 
abreast of the times, and is entering upon one 
of its most successful years. Key. Warren A.

The best school in the country for the thor- 
ough preparation of young men for the regular 
college course. Very many find it necessary 
to send their sons from hometo be prepared 
for college. To thew it offers advantages they 
can hardly find elsewhere. Their sons will be 
taught the studies thev need to master in order 
to enter the regular coliege classes; theywill be 
taught thoroughly and in less time than will 
be necessary in schools not specitically devoted 
to such work. 

There are hundreds of young men, who, for 
Various reasons, Cannot take a regular college 
course—some because they cannot meet the 
cost; some becanse they feel that they are too 
old to afford the time; some because they 
desire only a practical educa- 
tion. Many young men of this 
class need to be perfected in their elementary 
studies, as grammar, geography and arith- 
metic. But they need to review their studies 
where they will have the advantages furnished 
by acollege. They want access to large libra- 
ries and the opportunities afforded by debat- 
ing societies; also opportunity to study some 
parts of natural science, and in connection 
with lectures and experiments. Some wish to 
add a few of the studies of the English depart- 
ment of the  college§ course. To such 
young men Emory coliege, with its sub-fresh- 
man department, offers the desired advan- 
tages.

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THE GIRLS’ NORMAL COLLEGE. 


The Opening of That Grand Institution—In- 
teresting Facts About the Schovl. 

MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., October 8.—[Special 
Correspondence.}]—There are always two ways 
of looking at a thing, a thoughtful way and a 
superficial way. Tothe thoughtful man the 
opening of the Georgia Normal and Industrial 
college at Milledgeville for women was an 
event of no slight importance. To the super- 
ticial observer it was but the opening of one 
among a dozen colleges, ‘‘rather a good sort of 
thing,” but of no practical value. 

In some respects the organization of Geor- 
gia’s first industrial coliege was similar to that 
of other colleges. There was the same crowd 
of bright-eyed young women looking forward 
with eager curiosity, looking backward 
with regretful thoughts of the home 
so recently quitted. There was 
the same group of ~»busy, = careful 
teachers the same confused medley of ‘*books,”’ 
‘fees’ and “rules.” This college, however, 
differs in some very important respects. 

No institution in the state requires such 
thought and care in its organization and the 
execution of its work. As a rule, the organ- 
ization of the ordinary female college de- 
mands simply the adjustment of one or two 
courses of study. The Normal and Industrial 
college at Milledgeville has four different de- 
partments, noone of which stands independ- 
eut of the others. There is the collegiate, the 
normal for those who expect to enter the pro- 
fession of teaching, the industrial and the do- 
mestic. No student is enrolled in one depart- 
ment alone, because the act which created the 
college requires that every student should be 
taught one of the industrial branches. 

Opening Day at the College, 

To the uninitiated the opening day 
would have seemed a chaos of 
irreconcilable claims. Even the initiated 
marvel that in so short a while the conflicting 
claims should have been so harmoniously ad- 
justed. The machinery of school life is work- 
ing without friction. This gratifying result is 
due to the wise planning of President J, Har- 
ris Chappell and the hearty co-operation of the 
other members of the faculty. Noone who 
saw President Chappell on the opening day, 
who heard the earnest words of his brief ad- 
dress, Who has marked the thoroughness of his 
methods: and withal his consideration for 
others, can doubt the wisdom of this selection 
as president of this noble institution. <As for 
the other members of the faculty I can attest 
that no more earnest, capable and noble men 
and women could be found than those whom I 
am happy to call my co-laborers. 

Earnest Students. 

The earnestness of the students is another 
matter worthy of record. There are here the 
daughters of the well-to-do, and a few who are 
the children of wealth, but asa class the stu- 
dents are from families in moderate circum- 
stances, and many are poor, as regards this 
world’s goods. Because, therefore, of the 
future, and the probability, if not the absolute 
certainty, that they must earn their livelihood, 
there is a spirit of earnestness and intensity of 
application that is not common in colleges 
where girls go chietly because their parents do 
not know exactly what to do with them at 
home, anditseems ‘‘just the thing’’ to send 
them off to school. 

For the average girl the average college is 
the result of the desire of fond parents togive 
her the best education possible without a dis- 
tinct ideaof her inclinations or prospective 
future, 

Asarule the young ladies who attend this 
college know what they want. They have an 
object in view and for the first time in their 
lives they have an opportunity to select the 
means totheir end. The only drawback is 
that the very novelty of their position and the 
wealth of opportunity are bewildering. Many 
find it difficult to make a choice of the in- 
dustrial branches, and thus attempt to avail 
tkemselyvyes of all, which is, Ithink, a mistake. 

A Great Point Gained. 

A very encouraging fact is that the age of 
many of the students is rather above that of 
the average college graduate in the south. We 
shall have gained a great deal from an educa- 
tional point of view, when we learn that pre- 
cocity is not wisdom. The effort to cram 
history, the sciences, the higher mathematics, 
two dead languages and all the 
living ones into the Nead of girls of sixteen 
and seventeen is more than unwise; it is 
farcical. It is not to be wondered that bright 
girls break down under the attempt, and 
stupid ones become smatterers. It requires 
something more thana good memory and a 
fluent tongue to be really educated ; it requires 
intelligence, judgment, and, above all, it re- 
quires sound physical health to make use of 
the education when obtained. 

Dr. Beals, the distinguished professor of 
pedagogics in the norma! department, speaks 
in high terms of his classes. Hesays he has 
just the right material. Out of one class of 
thirteen, nine have taught school; out of 
another class of sixteen, nine, and out of 
yet another class of twenty-one, sixteen have 
been teachers. With a normal course 
added to their practical experieuce, it will 
be readily seen ~ how invaluable 
they will be in their chosen field. 

Representative Character. 

It is a representative body of students. 
Every section of Georgia is represented. The 
young ladies who were enrolled the first day 
came from fifty counties, while accessions from 
other counties are being enrolled every day. 
Moreover, it is significant that the larger cities 
have sent few representatives; several of the 
larger towns, none. Ata rough guuss I would 
say about 75 per cent are from the country or 
from small villages. Judge from this of the 
wonderful influence which this college will 
exert throughout Georgia. 

I do not hesitate to assert that the women 
who go out from these halls will do more for 
Georgia in the next five years that all her 
capitalists, monopolists, statesmen and orators 
have done in the last twenty. For they will 
carry the gospel of a round, practical education 
into corners so small that the capitalists can’t 
see them, and into homes so humble that the 
orators overlook them. 

The One Thing Needful. 

My only fear is lest the people should not 
fully appreciate the magnitude of the work. 
It requires time for the seed sown to germi- 
nate, so it will require time for the work that - 
is being done here to manifest itse!f. But if 
the people of Georgia will be patient for a year 
or two, and will give to the college their en- 
dorsement and co-operation, it will uot be 
long before they shall see the first fruits of 
what will be a bounteous harvest,

The Famous Magician Talks About Him- 
self and His Art.

The world-famous prestidigitateur, Herr- 
mann, arrived in the city yesterday afternoon 
in his magnificent private car the ‘Addie 
Herrmann,”’ which was built expressly for 
him by the Pullman Company at an outlay of 
over $40,000 

Time has dealt gently with the celebrated 
wizard, and it seems hard to realize that itis 
nine years since Atlanta theatergoers last had 
the pleasure of witnessin g his marvelous en- 
tertainment. 

The car was boarded by a ConggriTuTion 
man before it had come to a stop in the depot, 
and he was warmly welcomed by Manager 
Edward Blcom, who needs no introduction to 
the Atlanta public, and was by him conducted 
into the presence of Herrmann, who was dis- 
covered in the smoking room puffing in a 
nonchalant manner at a huge cigarette. 

After a small chat on ‘new feats” and gen- 
eral success, the conversation drifted into 


are given by professed mediums, This natur- 
ally led to the recent sensation of hypnotism, 
and Professor Herrmann said: 

“Do you believe in mesmerism ?”’ 

The reporter replied that he did, and asked 
how he explained that science, and 1f he was 
an expert. 

*O, yes,” he replied. ‘I have practiced 
hypnotism for years, but never in public, I 
do not want to give such exhibitions on the 
stage, because people would call ita humbug. 
I mesmerized a gentleman in the Buffalo 
Press Club parlors not long ago, and hada 
committee of doctors tojexamine him, They 
stuck needles into him without its having the 
slightest effect, and the subject wasn’t sensi- 
ble of any pain.”’ 

*Mesmerism and hypnotism,”’ he continued, 
‘are the same thing, and they are explainable 
simply on the theory of the positive and nega- 
tive—one person has more will power; is pos- 
sessed of more animal magnetism than the 
other, and he gets him under his control by 
the operation of his mind. 

‘Speaking of claravoyancy,’’ said the wiz- 
ard, ‘‘a funny thing happened me in that line 
while I was in Brazil during Dom Pedro’s 
reign. That monarch presented me with this 
medal.” 

The professor exhibited a handsome gold 
medal, with the head of Dom Pedro in bas 
relief, which he wore on his watch fob. 

‘‘TTe also fgave me a diamond stud worth 
$1,000, which I valued very highly. When I 
was playing in Buenos Ayres, some time after 
that, I dropped the diamond during the prog- 
ress of my water-and-goldfish trick. I could 
find it nowhere. The next day a thought 
struck me. Tama mesmerist. Why not put 
some subject to sleep and try my powers in in- 
fluencing her to locate my jewel? I adver- 
tised for a clairvoyant, and found onein the 
person of a young lady. I put her to’ sleep 
with a few passes, and then questioned her in 
Spanish,’”’ 

‘The professor speaks seven languages,”’ in- 
terrupted Mr. Bloom. 

‘*The lady put her hand to her forehead in a 
bewildered way, and after studying a short 
time, said; ‘The diamond was stolen by a 
man who has charge of horses.’ 

‘That was all the information I could get 
from her,’”’ continued Herrmann, “but it was 
enough. I bethought me of a brigandish-look- 
ing Spaniard from whom I had hired some 
horses, and went to him at once. Looking him 
straight in the eye, I said: 

‘“‘You stole my diamond stud. Produce it.’ 

“The fellow turned as white as a sheet, 
and I lefthim. The next day I received a 
package and inside was the diamond. I don’t 
pretend to explain how the clairvoyant knew 
of its whereabouts, or who had it, butit wasa 
wonderful case of mind reading.’’ 

“Speaking of diamonds,” said Manager 
Bloom. ‘It is not generally known, but Mrs. 
Herrmann has one of the finest collections in 
the world, collected by the professor in his 

journeyings to all quarters of the globe.’’ 

‘To return again to spiritualism,” said Pro- 
fessor Herrman, rolling a cigarette, this time af- 
ter a Spanish method, ‘‘you recall the time 
that Charley Ross was abducted and the general 

desire throughout the country to obtain a clue 
to his whereabouts. I was interested, and in 
Cape May I persuaded a lady to allow me to 
hypnotize her. She was easily put under my 
influence, but was so nervous she could only 
say that an old woman of sixty was connected 
with the abduction, and she named the street 
where she lived. This information was after- 
ward found to be correct. I went tothe chief of 
police the next day and offered to assist him if 
he would find me a subject susceptible to hyp- 
noticinfluence.

Professor Herrmann has been on the stage 
since 1561. For thirty years he has been prac- 
tically without a rival on the stage. Herr- 
maun is of medium height, rather slight and 
wiry in build, with a face that is a “dead 
ringer’ for Mephisto. He is astudentanda 
scholar, and is always an interesting conver- 
sationalist. 

Madame Herrmann is an exceedingly beau- 
tiful woman, and her work adds much to her 
husband's show.

His Breakfast Cost Him Over a Dollar, 
But He Evened Up by Going 
Without His Dinner. 


It’s just awful to get along without money. 
It looks like the older I grow the less money I 
have and the more it takes to get along and 
keep up with the wants of the family. An 
old friend told me the other day that St. Paul 
made a mistake, or else the translators did, for 
it was the lack of money that was the root of 
all evil and not the love of it; and he said also 
that the best band to bind the family together 
was for the old man to have a good healthy 
bank account. A surplus that could be drawn 
upon when the children were in need, Idon't 
admit the truth of either proposition, but I do 
say that money is a good thing to have in the 
family, and I wish that everybody had a sur- 
plus that was honestly earned. I would risk 
our preacher on that. I wish his salary was 

2,000 instead of 31,000. 

About this time of the year my wife, like a 
prudent woman, begins to mention incidentally 
along the wants of the family and how the 

beds need refurnishing, for the sheets are about 
worn out, and will be obliged 
to have some new blankets and 
the _ girls must have some winter 
garments and the whole family will need 
shoes, and she winds up by saying “and you 
need undershirts and socks and a decent suit 
of winter clothing. You look right shabby 
and it don’t become you. At your time of 
life you ought to dress more like a gentleman. 
You have worn those pants until they are 
right slick and they have drawn up and are 
baggy atthe knees. I was right ashamed of 
you last Sunday.”’ 

“T can’t keep up with my expenses,”’ said I, 
“1 owe some money and they are dunning 
me pretty hard. I don’t know how we will get 
along this winter unless something turns up. 
But I am hopeful and trusting in Providence, 
for He has never failed us yet.’ The next 
mail brought me letters from Arkansas, in- 
viting me to visit Pine Bluff and a fair at 
Warren and offering me $300, and as Mrs. 
Arp perused them she said, ‘Well, Wiiliam, 
thatisall mght. You say money is so tight 
here you had better accept the offer and go 
where itis loose, but you must take care of 
yourself. You know that you can’t stand 
what you used to.”’ 

Soin due time I took the train for Chatta- 
nooga, and it is really a pleasure, a luxury, to 
ride on Mr. Thomas’s road. From there I 
took a sleeper for Memphis over the Memphis 
and Charleston railroad, and was agreeably 
surprised to find how much that road has been 
improved since I last traveled overit. We 
made the 300 miles in eleven hours, and that 
is fast enough for anybody. At Memphis I 
took the Little Rock train for Brinkley and 
Pine Bluff. Wele tthe depot at 7 o’clock p. 
m., and soon stopped at the river to wait for 
the ferryboat. And we did wait, for the boat 
was bringing a circus across, and we never got 
off until 9 o’clock. It took us another hour to 
cross, for the river was very low, and they had 
to dodge the sandbars. And when the loco- 
motive backed down to pull us up from the 
boat it carried up the first three cars very well ; 
but when it backed down to take up the pas 

Senger cars and had- pulled us up about 
half way an alarm was. given that 
the headbiock of the sleeper was pulling 
out, and just such a rumpus was never 
heard. ‘Aji hands to the brakes!’’ somebody 
cried, and the engine commenced backing, 
backing, backing, and before we knew it we 
were all on the boat again. ButI tell you it 
was alarming, especially to the sleeper, for if 
that headblock had have pulled out that car 
would have never stopped until it run through 
the ferryboat and into the river. 

Well, it took another hour to repair the 
headbiock and make the connections secure, 
and at last, about 11 o’clock, we got off, 
and then such a road, sucha road. It is justa 
sin for any state to allow such a track to be 
used. The cars actually jump off of every 
trestle, You can feel the jump and that sway 
sideways like an oscillating engine and move 
along with the double wabbles. Strange to 
say, these trains hardiy ever jump the track, 
and I can’t explain it unless it is as a man 
said, the track is straight and the whee!s have 
got used to the bumps and hollows. We were 
due at Pine Pluff at 1 o’clock, but never got 
there until daylight, andit was a long and 
miserable night. ‘Sorrow endureth for a 
night, but joy cometb in the morning,’’ and so 
I went to bed thankful) and relieved and slept 
afew hours. The Truelock hotel is a good 
one, and I enjoyed it, and so when I wasready 
for breakfast | took my seat in a luxurious 
dining room and was presented with a gilt- 
edged bill of fare, and [ picked out a porter-. 
house steak and breakfast bacon, and sausages, 
and cream toast, and eggs ala Truelock, and 
potatoes alasomething else, and coffee, etc. 
Thinks I to mvself, 1’]1 take a liberal variety 
and eat what I like best. I never noticed the 
little figures away off on the margin. I 
thought I was in a hotel, I did. Well, I par- 
took of the well-cooked viands, and the polite 
and attentive waiter stood by and fanned me 
like 1 wasa prince. When I had finished he 
laid a slip of paper by my plate and I saw $1.25 
marked on itin plain, large figures. Then I 
gianced atthe gilt-edged card and saw the 
little figures adjacent to everything I had 
ordered, and I considered myself thé 
injured person. I never said anything—not a 
word—but with lordly mien I walked up to 
the captain’s oftice and paid the bill likea 
gentienian. But I shall always think that the 
landiord ought to let the guests know in some 
way that he lodges you and that the other 
feller feeds you. I knew there was one way to 
get even with him, and that was to do without 
dinner, which I did. 

I like Pine Bluff, though I didn’t see the 
pine northe biuff. The pine has been cut 
down and the bluff caved in, but it is a nice, 
delightful little city of 12,000 or 15.000 people, 
mostly black and mulatto. The town is well 
laid off and solidiy built up, and the streets 
paved and the suburban residences spacious 
and home like. New and handsome houses 
are going up all the time. The streets 
are crowded with wagons loaded with cotton 
and the negroes throng the sidewalks and the 
stores aud iaugh and joke and spend their 
money free. A fine-looking mulatto named 
Wiley Jones owns al! the street car lines 
and is said to be worth a quarter of a million, 
and says he would give it all to be a white 
man. He is highly esteemed by the white 
people, and lends all his influence to keep 
peace between the races. This county sends 
three negroes tothe legislature. Pine Bluff 
handles more cotton and does more business 
forits size than any city in the west; every- 
body seems to be prospering and their pbusi- 
ness increasing. I wanted to see Mr. Howell, 
one of eight brothers who were Qraised near 

tome, and who are now running eight com- 
presses at mgt nap gpsoter and have made fort- 
unes. His place of business was pointed out 
tome, but when I called for Mr. Howella 
ood-natured gentleman said his name was 
owell, but he was not the man I was looking 
for—‘*You wish to see the Georgia Howell, but 
Iam better stock than he is; lam from South 
Carolina.’’ Most everybody here is from Geor- 
gia, or South Carolina, or Alabama. The na- 
tive-born citizens are very scarce and yery 
young. 

Now if a 
hegroes, and face the conflict § that 
may come, Pine Bluff is a good 
' place for a young man to come and settle 
down to business, but some thoughtful citizens 
told me that there could be no general pros- 
many until they got rid of the negro. Their 
rich lands would never bring a fair return un- 
til a white population cultivated them. It is 
all cotton and for miles along the railroads you 
see nothing but imménse cotton fields and 
negro shanties. On these farms there ought 
to be raised cattle, and sheep, and hogs, and 
fruit, and there ought to be little thriving 
Villages with churches and schoolhouses; but 
‘there is nothing but miles ef cotton and that is 
badiy mixed with weeds 

; and grass, for the 
negroes don t give it but one plowin I have 
heard that Pine Bluff is sickly but 
signs of it among her people. I

And now I am here in Warren, which is not 
far from the Louisiana line. It is just 100 
miles from Pine Bluff and 16 took us just 
thirteen hours to make the trip on one of Jay 
Gould’s roads. It took us seven hours to 
make thirty-eight miles of it and that is 
the fastest and the only train he has on 
it. But for good company, who were used to 
this style of railroads, I should have been des- 
perately mad. As itis, I could see, with great 
satisfaction, Jay Gould tied in that car and 
made to ride in it every day for a month. 
Arkansas needs a railroad commission badly. 
Gould does exactly as he pleases out here, and 
cares no more for the comfort of these people 
than he does for a drove of hogs. 

Warren is in a different country. Only 
about one-third of the population are negroes, 
and they give no trouble. The exhibits at the 
fair show that white folks run the machine, 
and are improving their stock and emulating 
each other in raising corn and oats and pota- 
toes and hay and fruits of all kinds. The 
country is filled up with good, old-fashioned, 
substantial people, who still believe in a God 
and a Providence, and in virtue and temper- 
ance and a judgment to come.

PLUNKETT’S LETTER. 


There come a strange old nigger hobling up 
to me and Brown last week and he tolda 
strange story. 

Some time durance of the war a rice planter 
moved his slaves from the low country of South 
Carolina up to Pike county, Ga. The planter’s 
name was Haywood, and he had somewhere 
between six and seven hundred slaves. It was 
out of the question to secure a plantation in 
Pike big enough to utilize this number of 
slaves. In the emergency the ideaof mak- 
ing crops was unthought of, so the little farm 
that had been secured was simply used as a 
camping place until the planter could return 
in safety with his property to his rice planta- 
tion on the coast of South Carolina. 

idleness soon put mischief into the heads of 
these “low country’ niggers and so soon as 
they got their heads set on devilment they 
were hard to manage. There was but few 
white men at home at this time, but what 
there was, old, little, big and young, turned 
out one morning to pursue and capture some 
two or three hundred of these slaves who had 
concocted to take to the woods and find their 
way back to the place left behind, nowin the 
hands of yankee soldiers. 

It was lively times in Pike for a day or two, 
and only this one nigger out of all the number 
made good his escape and got clear away, he 
having left all the rest and put out through a 
strange country upon his own hook, and after 
that is where his strange story begins. 

Me and Brown judged this old nigger to be 
somewhere near seventy years of age, as he 
sat on the ground justin front of us and re- 
lated the story of his escape. He is a typical 
rice plantation nigger and it was hard for us 
to understand his lingo at first. He was just 
in the prime of life when he made the break 
from Pike and never learned till recently that 
the war was over and that niggers were free. 
He is on his way back to Pike to find, if he 
can, some of his old fellow servants and to 
see if there is yet left any one akin to him. 

His wanderings were trying after three or 
four days following his escape. After laying 
in Flynt river, just holding up by the bushes 
along the bank, for three or four days till ev- 
erything got quiet,he put off through a strange 
country not even willing to show himself to 
an “up country” nigger, whom he seems to 
have a great dislike for. He traveled at night 
and Jay upin the day, only knowing that he 
wished to return to South Carolina and hay- 
ing no idea of the geography of the country. 
For weeks he traveled and skulked, living on 
whatever he could find without exposure,often 
on roots and acorns. 

After he had been on his journey for many 
weeks, he don’t know how long, he found him- 
self in what he has since learned to be Great 
Peedee swamp, something on the order of 
Georgia’s Dismal swamp from what he says, 
In this swamp he lost all directions and wan- 
dered for days and nights and for miles upon 
miles. From what this old nigger says about 
this swamp canes are like telegraph poles 
and varmints as savage as they are plentiful. 
He had just about give up to die one day and 
had set down at the root of a big tree when he 
heard through the canebrake a strange chat- 
tering. He listened and the chatterings be- 
come more numerous and the commotion 
greater and nearer to him. 

Frightened néarly to death, he had begun 
to wish himself back in the hands of ‘Mass 
Haywood,’’ when he was.startled to hear the 
sound of a human voice mingle with the chat- 
tering monkeys—for monkeys it was that had 
been chattering.
